lt is understood that initially they will be of an exploratory nature 
and that there is no intention to sign an agreement immediately. According 
to reliable sources, Herr Raab, the Austrian Chancellor, has invited Di 
Nahum (;oldmann here at the end of the month. when a final decision is 


expected,

ISRAELI-EGYPTIAN 
TALKS 


Hopes of Commanders’ 
Agreement

JERUSALEM 

Hopes of an easing of the tension 
on the Gaza border became brighter 
on Monday after a meeting of. the 
senior Egyptian and Israeli officers of 
the Mixed Armistice Commission held 
under the chairmanship of General 
Burns, the U.N. Chief of Staff. The 
officers discussed the possibility of 
concluding a local commanders’ agree- 
ment in the area. 

A further meeting will be held next 
week and General Burns will then sub- 
mit concrete proposals based on the 
suggestions made by both sides 

Meanwhule incidents continue on 
Israel's borders Iwo clashes occurred 
between Israch security forces and armed 
infiltrators. There have also been eleven 
cases of Arabs crossing the border 
illegally. An Israch patrol. intercepted 
infitrators from Jordan near Lydda but 
they escaped across the border. Accord- 
ing to an Arab News Agency report Jordan 
has decided to evacuate the residents of 
the border village of Bartaa, half of which 
is in Israeli territory. The village has 
heen described as a smuggling centre and 
trouble spot.

Powers on an Austrian State Treats 

Austrian Jews have expressed their 
apprehension that Article 38 of the 
dratt- Austrian State Treaty may not 
be finally incorporated into the pact. 
Ihe Article gives Austria the right to 
demand that Germany return property 
that the Nazis took to Germany. This 
includes Jewish safe deposits, . insur- 
ances, and considerable sums accrued 
trom the emigration tax Austnan Jews 
had to pay for permission to emigrate

J. Guvrin is to be present as the represen- 
tative of the Austrian Jews m Israel. 

Ihe forthcoming negotiations were dis- 
cussed al a mecting in London last weck 
attended by Mr. Barnett Janner, M_P.., 
the Senior Vice-President of the. Board 
of Deputies, and representatives of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association and the British 
Sections of the World Jewish Congress 
and Agudas Israc! World Organisation. 

It will be recalled that the Claims C on- 
ference talks finally broke down last July 
after the Austrian Government had 
rejected the Jewish claim for 300,000,000 
schillings (about £4,100,000) for heirless 
property. offering instead only 50,000,000 
schillings.

SIMEON SINGER RECALLED 


The passage of time has inevitably 
caused the name of the Rev. Simeon 
Singer to recede from the foretront 
which it rightly occupied during his 
outstanding tenure of the ministry of 
the New West End Svnagogue, except 
in respect of its association with the 
‘Authorised Daily Prayer Book,” of 
which he was the editor and translator 
in is Original version. A pre-publica- 
tion copy of that renowned work was 
presented. with. an autograph inscrip- 
tion by the donor, to Mr. Bertram B. 
Benas in 1890 by Dr. Hermann Adler, 
for many years Chief Rabbi. It was 
thus appropriate that Mr. Benas should 
preface his recent lecture at the New 
West End’ Synagogue Communal 
Centre with a special reference to that 
distinguished minister of the congre- 
gation. Mr. Benas said that Simeon 
Singer gave to it an imperishable place 


in the history of Judaism and made 
it an honour to stand within its 
precincts. Mr. Singer had been an 


ornament to the pulpit from which he 
gave forth those inspiring expositions 
of the Midrash, which orened the door 
of that great spiritual store-house of 
Judaism, enabling hundreds of Jews 
to become acquainted with the golden 
treasury of the Jewish spirit 


GEN. COHEN TRAWELS AGAIN 


General Morris A. Cohen (Two-Gun 
Cohen) tells me that he intends shortly 
to leave for the Far East. He has 
been away trom that area for about 
two years. For some months Gen. 
Cohen has been living in London. but 
he has continued to travel and recent!\ 
returned from Rhodesia, where he 
visited his relatives. Gen. Cohen. who 
was born in Stepney 67 vears ago. 
and attended the Jews’ Free School. 
has been associated with the Far Fast. 
particularly China. for 40 vears. He 
became a General of the Chinese 
Army and was a close friend of Dr 
Sun Yat Sen, the first President of the 
Chinese Republic.

LIVING IN THE FAR EAST 


Two former members. of 
London Jewish Graduates’ Associ- 
ation. Mr. and Mrs. S. Rosenak. are 
now following their careers in the Far 
East. Towards the end of 


the 


last vear 
they went to Burma. where Mr 
Rosenak. a chartered structural 


eneineer by profession, is setting up a 
building research laboratory for the 
Government of Burma and is training 
Burmese graduates, under the United 
Nations Technical Assistance Admin- 
istration. One of his particular fields 
of study there is the development and 
use of rammed earth for low cost 
housing schemes and the jntroduction 
of pre-stressed concrete. He expects 


to go to Indonesia on a short visit to 
advise on similar problems. 

His wife, formerly Miss Stella Wills. 
has just been on a short trip to the 


Naga Hills near the border of Assam 
where she visited primitive head- 
hunting tribes. The party of 
Burmese officials which she accom- 
panied set out to undertake edu- 
cational work among these tribes. 
They had to travel on mules at night 
through the jungle with an armed

ON AIR TRAVEL 


Discrimination Against 
Jews

Mr. Barnett JAnner (Lab., Leicester, 
N.W.) asked m the Commons on Wed- 
nesday whether the Foreign Secretary 
had now succeeded in obtaining the 
withdrawal of restrictions imposed by 
the Government of Iraq upon British 
travellers by air. in consequence of 
their Jewish faith.

Lord John Horr. Joint Foreign Under-

in the House on October 25, 1954 

“The Government of Iraq are well 
aware of our view on this matter. and 


we shall continue to represent it to 
them.” he added. 


GERMAN WAR CRIMINALS 


The Marours oF Mimster 
of State for Foreign Affairs, stated 
in a written Parliamentary answer to 
Lorp Hankey last week. that 31 Ger- 
man war cr-minals remained confined 


by the British authorities at Werl 
prison. 
Lord Reading said that he was

THE GENERAL ELECTION 
Jewish Candidates’ Prospects 


By a Correspondent 


Since the 1935 to 1945 Parliament, 
covering the war years, Jewish Con- 
servative M.P.s have been conspicuous 
by their absence. From the com- 
munal point of view, therefore, an 
interesting question in the forthcoming 
election on May 26 is whether or not 
the first post-war Jewish Conservative 
M.P. will sit at Westminster. 

In the 1935 to 1945 Parliament there 
were cight Jewish Conservative, four 
Liberal, and four Labour Members, with 
one Independent Conservative, Mr. D. 
Lipson. At presem all the 16 Jewish 
M.P.s are Labour and all are standing 
for re-clection. The total number of 
Jewish candidates so far is 50, compared 
with 46 in the 1951 clection. 

The Jewish Conservative candidate who 
appears to have the brightest prospecis 
of success is Mr. Harold Soref, who is 
comesting Rugby. In 1951 Mr. Soref 
fought Dudley. a safe Labour seat, and 
succeeded in reducing the majority of the 


sitting Member. Mr. G. E. C. Wigg. 
from some 13,000 to 9,800. Labour won 
Rugby from an Independent, Mr. W. J. 


Brown, by 1.036 votes in 1950 in a three- 
cornered contest. In a straight figm im 
1951 Labour held the seat by only 199 
votes.. Assuredly, therefore, the big guns 
of the two major parties will be brought 
to bear on this marginal constituency. 


Barons Court Contest 


Another Jewish Tory candidate with 
fine prospects of being returned to West- 
minster is Sir Keith Joseph, who is con- 
testing the new electoral division of 


Barons Court, West London. At the: 


recem’ London County Council elections 
the voting here was extremely close. There 
were six recounts. One Tory and two 
Socialists were returned. 

Conservative hopes are also pinned on 
winning the new constituency io Stafford- 
shire—Walsall South——-which is being 
contested in their interest by Sir Henry 
d Avigdor-Goldsmid. 

At Gloucester a keen fight is expected 
between two Jewish candidates—the sit- 
ting Member, Mr. M. Turner-Samuels, 
Y.C. (Labour), and Mr. D. C. Napley 
(Conservative). Mr. Turner-Samuels’s 
majority of 4,494 in 1950 was cut by 
half in 1951 in a three-cornered contest. 
So far a Liberal has not yet entered 
the hists here. 

The redistribution of constitucncies— 
there have been substantial changes in 
177 and minor modifications in 43—has 
affected the position of at least two Jewish 
Members. The division of Ardwick, 
Manchester, held by Mr. L. M. Lever, 
by a 4,418 majority in the last clection, 
has now become a marginal seat, because 
it has absorbed Rusholme, a Conserva- 
tive area. Another Jewish M.P. who 
must look to his laurels is Mr. L 
Mikardo, Reading. In 1951 Reading 
North. was gained by the Conservatives 
with a majority of 302, and Mr. 
Mikardo’s 1950 majority. in Reading 
South was halved in the 1951 election

to 1,009. The two constituencies have 
now been merged. 

Stoke Newington and Hackney North 
is a division of particular communal 
imerest, since all the candidates in a 
three-cornered fight are Jews. Mr. David 
Weitzman, O.C., the sitting Member, did 
well in 1951 with a 16,037 majority, 
nearly 2,000 votes better than in 1950. 
Mr. B. Ashkenazi (Liberal) and Mr. L. D. 
Porter (Conservative) appear to have little 
chance of reducing ths Labour fortress. 

Mr. J. Diamond (Labour) returns to 
the fray at Manchester, Blackley. He 
won the seat from the Conservatives in 
1945, held it by the narrow margin of 
42 votes in 1950, and lost the seat in 
1951 by 2.272 votes to Mr. E. S. T. 
Johnson (Conservative). 

For Labour Party supporters the sttua- 
tion at Gravesend, Kent, docs not seem 
promising. The official Labour cand- 
date is Mr. Victor Mishcon, the former 
Chairman of the London County Coun- 
cil, who is standing not only against a 
Conservative, but also against Sir Richard 
Acland (now Independent Labour). Sir 
Richard increased his majority here in 
1951 by some 200 votes to 5,755. He 
has so far declined Mr. Mishcon's invita- 
tion to withdraw. 

Mr. M. Orbach, at Willesden East, is 
faced with another dour struggic against 
his Conservative opponent. in 1950, in 
a three-cornered contest, his majority was 
3.341. A year later, in a straight hight, 
his majority was reduced to 1,868. 

The other Jewish M.P.s standing for 
reelection have reasonably comfortable 
majorities, varying from 28.874——Mr. t 
Shinwell at Easington (Durham)—to 4,400 
—Mr. §S. S. Silverman (Nelson and 
Colne). In 1951 the majority of Mr. J. 
Silverman, at Erdington, Birmingham, 
was only 3,408, but this time he its to 
comiest the redistributed Birmingham 
constituency of Aston. 

For the really political minded who 
have their ears glued to the wirciess of 
their eyes to television, the very first 
resukt they will hear may be of special 
interest. If past elections are anything 
to go by, Salford is usually the first result 
to be broadcast. Now the sitting Mem- 
ber of that constituency—-a Labour seat 
with a 6,778 majority—is retiring in 
favour of Mr. F. Allaun. . It may well 
he that the first success will be that of a 
Jewish candidate.

“Cannot be Bought”

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ISRAEL A SAFETY NET 


Sholem Asch’s Address on 
Independence Day 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


While the Jews in the Diaspora were 
“ walking over a tight rope ~ the State 
of Israc! provided for them the ™ safety 
net underneath,” declared Mr. Sholem 
Asch in an address to the Poale Zion 
gathering to celebrate Israel's Inde- 
pendence Day, held at the West 
Central Rooms, London, on Thursday 
of last week. 

The predominant fecling of the people 
of Israci today, Mr. Asch said, was that 
they “have arrived” —not only in the 
physical sense, but also psychologically. 
spiritually, and historically. They had no 
desire to seek new homes, nor was there 
the possibility of going somewhere else. 
“For the sea,” he said. “that split to 
let the Jews through to redemption, will 
not split again to take them back into 
Slavery . . . there s no force or power 
strong cnough to break thei destiny. 

hey have resolved not to rely on any- 
body but on themselves.” 

Referring to the Jewries outside Isracl, 
and particularly the Jews in the Unned 
States and Britain. Mr. Asch staicd that 
no one could imagine for a momen{ that 
what had happened to German Jewry 
could happen to them. “ We have become 
a people of able acrobats and tight-rope 
walkers, he went on “The State of 
Israc! has spread beneath the tight-rope 
over which we walk a safety net so that 
we may feel more secure and more sure 
of ourselves. Nothing can happen to us 
for there is a country watting to welcome 
us.” Mr. Asch concluded amid the 
enthusiastic applause of the audience. 


Hard Struggle Ahead 


Addressing the gathering on behalf of 
the  Isracli Embassy, Mr. E. Haran, 
Assistant Economic Attaché, ‘said that 
Israel's Independence Day symbolised the 
democracy, strength, achievement, and 
sacrifice of the Jewish State and the Jewish 
people allie? with it. He expressed the 
hope that the first seven lean years of 
its existence would be followed by seven 
good years. 

Mr. S. S. Silverman, M.P., said that 
the first seven years of the infant Jewish 
State had “seven giant sirxics 
towards maturity.” He issued a warnin 
that the continued existence of Israc 
must not be taken too much for granted. 
Her future had still to be won in a hard 


Struggle. 

The view that Israel must again double 
her population within the next five or six 
years if the State was to become economi- 
cally and militarily viable, was expressed 
by Mr. Yona Kesse, General Secretary of 
Mapai and a Member of the Koessct.

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TRANSLATING THE 
GOSPELS 


Jewish Historian’s 
Approach 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Mr. Hugh J. Schonfield, the historian 
and author of “ The Suez Canal in 
World Affairs,” claims to be the first 
Jew to have translated the Christian 
New Testament from the Greek into 
an English version, under the title of 
“The Authentic New Testament.” The 
character of the translation, he states, 
is wholly historical and not like an 
ecclesiastical translation. 

“ What | was concerned to do,” he 
told me, “ was to treat the book just as 
a historian would treat any other collec- 
tion of ancient documents and, therefore 
to relate the work to the life o 
the period in which it was written.” 
No translation of that kind, he said, had 
ever been undertaken, because quite 
naturally Christians who had translated 
the New Testament had been concerned 
with its particular rcligious imphcations 
for them, while he had been concerned 
to discover what light ut threw particularly 
on Jewish ideas in Palestine at that time 
and the Roman Empire. 

He was, he said, prompted to do this 
translation because he had been studying 
the New Testament in connection with 
his historical work and found that in so 
many places the translators had com- 
pletely missed the point. because they had 
not been equipped with the background 
of Jewish knowledec. 


Understanding Jewish Outlook 


Another motive was that, just hke most 
Jews, he had been very conscious from 
his boyhood of a lack of understanding 
by Christians of the Jewish outlook, and 
he felt that if he could do something 
to merease that understanding by show- 
ing Christians through their own religious 
literature how dependent they were on 
Jewish teaching, it might assist to 
improve understanding. But that was 
a personal motive which had not been 
allowed to affect the strictly objective 
nature of his work. 

Asked if he had ever been interested 
in Christianity as a religion, Mr. Schon- 
field replied’ that he certainly had, as he 
did not see how one could help being 
if one was interested in the history of 
one’s own people. “I am not interested 
in Christianity as it is taught now.” he 
added. “I am ~only terested 
Christianity as it was originally taught.” 

To the question did he think that this 
translation would be of particular interest 
to the Jewish community, Mr. Schonficld 
replied. “ Yes.” and the reason was that 
“they can now read the New Testament 
in a way in which they can be assured 
that they are not, so to speak, being 
‘got at.”” A Christian translation, he 
said, was a biased translation. because 
it was part of the Church's equipment.

The Conservatives’ Attitude

In Whitehall this week many politi- 
cal observers, not only in the Foreign 
Office, were closely studying Mr. Ben- 
Gurion’s speech made at Ramat Gan 
on the occasion of Israel's seventh 
birthday. At the same time, British 
military experts were examining with 
keen interest the excellent photographs 
of the Israeli Army parade. 


Mr. Ben-Gurion’s speech is understood 
to have been the subject of some com- 
ment at a pre-ciection conference of Con- 
servative Party. leaders in Westminster, 
and the Prime Minister is believed to have 
offered some explanation as guidance on 
this issue in the election campaign. It ts 
maintained in Whitehall that Sir Anthony, 
when he dealt with  Isracli-Arab 
relauons in the House of Commons and 
the hope of a settlement, had not the 
slightest intention of suggesting that Israe! 
should give up part of the Negev. What 
the Prime Minister had in mind was that 
the possibility of a revision of frontiers 
might be a suitable opening proposition 
to induce the Arabs—Egypt and Jordan 
in the first place—to agree to talks with 
Israel. Once an opening could be found 
new opportunities might offer themselves 
in which Britain could play the role of 
an intermedtary.

He had worked in various camps 
in Russia, the Urals, and Siberia, but was 
always transferred after a few months and 
brought deeper into the East. Every- 
where he had met many Jews who had 
been deported because of their loyalty for 
Isracl. They said that their detention in 
Siberia was “ for Golda.” referring to the 
fact that it had coincided mainly with 
the term of office of Mrs. Golda Myer- 
son, now isracii Minister of Labour, who 
had served as Isracli Minister to the 
US.S.R. 

Most of the Jews he met. he told me. 
had litth hope of ever attaining their 
freedom, nor was there any possibility of 
their enjoying a religious life. 

There was a great deal of antisemitism 

in the U.S.S.R., he went on, even though 
the law forbade it and camp commanders 
in general were not anti-Jewish. But the 
population. and especially the camo 
guards, made no secret of their feelings 
The latter never called the Jewish 
prisoners by their names but used to say 
Come here Zyd 
_ Suddenly he stood up and whispered 
in my ear: “ You should noi ask too 
much and I must not say too much: it 
is not good for both of us.” And then 
he left.

This book is an English version of 
Edmond Fleg’s “ La Terre Que Dieu 
Habite.” Its theme is the relation, the 
inter-dependence of the Land of Israel 
and the Galut of Israel. The first part 
is a poetic survey of Jewish history 
through the ages. Fileg brings to 
everything he writes about Jewish 
subjects a rare eloquence born of deep 
conviction and love, and a mastery 
of the Midrash and other Jewish lore. 
If occasionally the language seems a 
little flowery for English taste, the 
beauty and sincerity of the thought 
must make a deep impression. Ihe 
essential challenge before the Jewish 
people is thus stated by him: “~ The 
word Israel stood until recently for the 
Jewishness of Israel. It seems that in 
the past five years it has come to mean 
only the State of Israel. . . . Is it not 
conceivable. that one spirit, old and 
new, might unite them once again?” 

Fleg pleads that we should recognise 
the coexistence of two sections of 
Jews : those who claim or possess the 
citizenship of Israel and those who do 
not think of possessing it. To pass 
over this duality, or to deny its impor- 


tance, is to aggravate the rift. He 
looks for the unifying belief which 
shall bridge the gap, and finds it in the 
Messianic idea which is essential to 
Judaism. That idea may be held by 
Israeli and Diaspora Jews, by funda- 
mentalists and agnostics. The Messiah 
of the Jewish vision is as essential to 


- the world as the Torah : It is the Hope 


of the Earth, of man and of God, 
“who waits, like man and earth, for 
the reign of God over the world.” 
While realising the need for progressive 
change in Jewish observance and 
ritual, he utters a warning against 
premature reform, which would bring 
only transitory benefit. We are not 
yet ready for the great Sanhedrin that 
will establish harmony between the 
civil and religious factions in Israel 
and the Dispersion. “ No mere surface 
patching, but the secret bridge of the 
spirit, which is both ancient and 
modern, is needed to give a living 
unity.” The saving doctrine at the 
moment is the hope for a better order 
of humanity. Our “ Espérancialistes ~ 
—whom he contrasts with the Existen- 
tialists—should “ draw from the post- 
tive concept of hope a philosophy and 
moral outlook which one day will be 
a living force for Jews the world 
over.” 

The English version is on the whole 
good; but a few proper names are 
strangely disguised in the French form.

Wise- Man Make Answer. By 
DONALD Forp. Constable. 12s. 6d.

In traditional English literature. in 
good books and in bad, the Jew often 
appears in the guise of an old 
man, unpleasant physically, avaricious, 
proud, and predatory. Perhaps Shy- 
lock and Fagin are the two best-known 


characters to be projected with an 
almost archetypal clarity on to the 
pages of English fiction. In Mr. 


Donald Ford’s fantasy, “ Wise Man 
Make Answer,” the Jew, Issy Black- 
bag. has all the traditional fairy-tale 
qualities. Issy Blackbag is an oldish 
bachelor, loving nobody, hated by all, 
who roams one of the valleys of South 
Wales; a sort of shabby commercial 
traveller selling goods on the “ never- 
never.” He is.an jmpure amalgam of 
Shylock and Fagin with the word 
“victim” indelibly stamped his 
ergatocratic soul. Yet in a novel where 
all the characters are ultimately 
grotesque, Issy Blackbag achieves a 
certain dignity through the tragedy of 
his circumstance and his _ unfailing 
patience. 

Where one of the main characters 
is a Jew, perhaps Jewish readers are 
too prone to judge fiction from an 
extra-literary viewpoint. The question, 
even if subvocal, is: Is such and such 
a book antisemitic? Alas, the ques- 
tion ts natural enough even if it is only 
rarely relevant. Certainly it is not

relevant in Mr. Ford’s novel, which, 
to be understood properly, must be 
considered in terms of a fairy tale. It 
has the particular cruelty and unlike- 
liness of a film-cartoon world. Yet 
poetry 1s to be found on “ the bloody 
road to fairyland.” 

Ihe plot revolves around a certain 
Tom Prichard, his wife, his daughter, 
and his seven sons. In a fairy tale 
convention we pursue the changing 
love relationship of this family who 
live on the lonely mountainside, and 
their commerce with the “ temptress,” 
the Widow Powell, and the avaricious 
Issy Blackbag. Below jis the real world 
of the village : the gossipy women, the 
pub, and the colliery. The dialogue is 
written in a Welsh idiom but, some- 
how, Lancashire has crept in. And 
perhaps this hy brid idiom is the key to 
the failure of this extraordinary novel. 
Reality and fairy tale are all mixed 
up together. Mr. Ford has not quite 
made up his mind in what genre to 
write. Two colours flow from his pen, 
equally valid in themselves, but 
together they glare and contradict. 
The grotesque fairy tale wins in the 
end. And if there is a moral to this 
story, it is Tom Prichard who provides 
it. Half drunk in the pub. he declaims: 
“ Whatever sort of pickle I get in | 
always know where my money is and 
where my trousis is. Them’s impor- 
tant.” And that’s good advice. That's 
advice I would recommend to any man 
making his way in the world. 


COLOUR | PREJUDICE 


Colour Prejudice in Britain: A Study 
of West Indian Workers in Liverpool. 
1941-1951. By ANTHoNy H. 
MOND. Routledge & Kegan Paul. 18s.

This is a book marked by scholar- 
ship as well as compassion. The 
author has deliberately restricted his 
study to a limited area and, through 
this, succeeds in conveying a clear and 
extraordinarily vivid picture of the 
problems of adjustment faced by a 
minority community. 

We in England are too apt to feel 
complacent about our alleged lack of 
colour prejudice. This complacency 
is dangerous and, indeed, may be des- 
cribed as itself a peculiar form of 
prejudice. By ignoring a problem we 
pretend that does not exist. We hide 
it away and make its solution more 
difficult. As one of the coloured 
workers interviewed by Mr. Richmond 
says, “In America you know where 
you stand ; in England the people say 
they have no prejudice, but in practice 
we know that it is there. But because 
it is not out in the open we cannot 
fight it.” For this, among other 
reasons, the author is one of the 
few British sociologists who believes 
that legislation might be useful in com- 
bating colour prejudice. The hidden 


violence that, in Britain, exists below 
the surface would thus be brought into 
the open and have an educative effect 
on the general public. 

It would be interesting to learn more 
about the Anglo-Jewish atfitude to the 
coloured community, and to see 
whether this has followed a pattern 
similar to that found in the United 
States. In America, at one extreme. 
there has been a noble amount of 
philanthropic effort launched by Jews 
for the benefit of their coloured com- 
patriots (one thinks of such organisa- 
tions as the Rosenwald Foundation) 
and, at the other extreme, a strong 
assertion of prejudice from less secure 
members of the Jewish community 
wishing to win favour with the 
majority group. Mr. Richmond can 
only drop hints on this subject, but 
his story constantly reminds one of the 
similarity of reaction found among the 
members of different groups suffering 
from the effects of discrimination. 
Reading of the Negro who thought 
that all whites were born with a 


“ colour complex,” I could not help 
recalling the passionate young member 
of a Zionist Youth Club who told me 
that every Gentile had “ antisemitism 
in his blood ” and that all those who 
claimed to be free of jt were hypo- 
crites.

THE MAGNETISM OF LOS ANGELES 


From MONTY JACOBS 


(The Jewisn Curonicie Correspondent in New York, who recently visited 
California) 


FEW weeks ago, when the 
Formosa situation seemed at 
its most inflammable, an 

official of the California-Israel 
Chamber of Commerce, in Los 
Angeles, in search of a suitcase fora 
display, discovered that there had 
been an unusual rush on such items 
by people planning to move far 
inland from what they considered 
a certain target im the event of war. 
This exodus was of comparatively 
minute proportions, and was one 
of the few instances Of people 
moving out of, rather than into, 
this spacious, sunny city. 

The overwhelming trend is into Los 
Angeles. whose Jewish community has 
increased, naturally and through immi- 
gration, from 125,000 in 1940 to about 
350.000. At the moment there is some 


doubt--more in the minds of the 
people in Chicago than of those in 


Los Angcles—whether the west 
coast community has replaced Chicago 
as the second largest Jewish com- 
munity in the United States, next to 
New York. “ There is no question,” 
Mr. Charles Zibbell, the Assistant 
Executive Secretary of the Los Angeles 
Jewish Community Council, told me. 
“that by 1965 we will be over

makes people go to Los 
was the question I asked 
almost everyone I met. With some 
variations. received one basic 
answer: “We came here because of 
the climate.” Jews from all over the 
United States. from Canada, Latin- 
America. Britain, even from Israel. 
have fallen in love with the vear- 
round sunny and even climate of Los 
Angeles, with the city’s spacious living 
conditions. with the lovely coastal 
area. and its beach and boat life. 
When the early Jewish. immigrants 
from Europe went to the United States 
or Canada they settled in places they 
had heard of-——places in the east, like 
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New York, Montreal, and Toronto. 
Some went to Chicago. As one 
Jewish shoe manufacturer told me: 
“They hadn't heard about the even 
climate of this part of the world. Then 
some of them went south, and some 
came over here to the west coast and 
thev found the weather much better 
than in the east and north. Houses 
are cheap—you can get a home for 
$12.000 or so—and there is work in 


an area that js still developing 
rapidly.” This manufacturer left 


Chicago seven or eight years ago and 
has now settled permanently in Los 
Angeles.

felt by the Jewish Employment and 


Counselling Service in the city, which 


receives many letters from Jews all 
over the country who want to know 
about the employment situation. A 
recent survey of the city’s employment 
agencies, carried ‘out by the Antr 
Defamation League of the B'nai Brith, 
showed the existence of anti-Jewish 
discrimination in employment, but 
members of the community expressed 
the conviction that such discrimination 
is no greater than anywhere else 
and probably considerably less than in 
many Other important centres. 

People from other cities seeking 
information from the Jewish Employ- 
ment Service are unlikely to get a 
reply, for the agency, which is financed 
hy the United Jewish Welfare Fund, 
lacks both the staff and the facilities to 
cope with the correspondence. 


Council's Objective 


The Fund is the largest committee 
of the Los Angeles Jewish Community 


Council, the representative body of 
400 organisations in the area. Unity 
ss the objective of the Council. At 


the entrance to its spacious, modern 
offices is this quotation from the 
Psalms: “ Behold how good and how 
pleasant it 3s for brethren to dwell 
together in unity.” 

The Jewish Community Building, as 
it is Called, ts a bright, modern edifice, 
four years old. It houses the offices 
of the Council and of 40 other organi- 
sauions, agencies, and institutions, local 
and national. 

Ihe building, which covers an area 
of 90,000 square feet, was financed 
by an insurance company ; 
is being made over a. 2l-year period 
through share-the-cost plan, in 
which all agencies having offices in 
the centre participate. The shared 
cost is less than the rentals that would 
have to be paid in commercial build- 
ings with similar facilities. After 21 
years the community wil! own the 
centre, which js actually three build- 
ings, the central rotunda and the two 
wings having separate foundations to 
minimise the possibilities of earth- 
quake or damage through fire. 

In addition to allocating funds 
raised through the annual United 
Jewish Welfare Furid campaign, the 
Community Council operates a 
number of agencies, such as those 


dealing with education, community 
relations, family service, and youth 
programmes. The Council is prob- 


ably the most democratic of its kind 
in the country. It is composed of the 
representatives (allotted according to 
membership strengths) of 400 organi- 
sations, who mieet three times a vear. 
Each year a 62-member Board of 
Directors is elected, about one-third of 
the members being newly chosen each 
vear. The Board meets monthly, and 
together with its committees, which 
are manned by more than S00 volun- 
teers from the organisational repre- 


repayment. 


Zionists would most ‘likely have .

We elect them 
to be able to run the community and 
its agencies efficiently and for the 
benefit of the community here as 
well.” 


Scattered Community 


Among communal officials I found 
similar thoughts. They feel that it is 
time to devote a greater percentage 
of funds to the community s welfare. 
otherwise WS structure may be so 
affected that Israel will, in the long 
run, suffer more. 

Ihe-Council has some big problems 
to face. In the first place, it is respon- 
sible for a widely scattered community, 

the city covers 450 square miles 
and, in addition, there are many 
thousands of Jews. comparatively new 
to the area, who are either in no posi- 
tion as vet to contribute in time or 
finances to the community agencies, or. 
lor one reason or another, have made 
no effort to associate with the com- 


munity. In many growing Jocal com- 
munities, synagogues, schools, and 
Centres are urgently needed. and 


money that might otherwise have gone 
to the United Jewish Welfare Fund 
has been diverted to these projects. 
Los Angeles Jews, one official of 
the Council told me, do not have 4 
sense of urgency about overseas needs 
1s, Israel|—-and this has had its 
effect not only in the total amount 
raised by the Fund, but Mm the per- 
centages allocated to local, national. 
and overseas needs. Last year the Wel- 
fare Fund raised $4,300,000—about 
$500,000 less than the previous year. 
In 1948, $10,000,000 was collected for 
the Fund. The lack of a sense of 
urgency about the position of Israel 
and Jews in North Africa and other 


overseas areas has resulted in the 
allocation for these needs being 
reduced from 66 per cent in 1950 to 
SS per cent. 

Local agencies may be getting 


bigger allocations, but they are receiv- 
ing less actual money—the employ- 
ment service is an example—because 
of the huge drop in the annual Welfare 
Fund campaign. This, in turn. has 
had its effect on the Council’s struc- 
ture. Some agencies, which are out- 
side the Council, carry on their own 
fund-raising campaigns. 

Big, growing bigger, and scattered 
over a wide area, the Los Angeles 
community has its own urgent needs 
to meet, but it does not shirk its 
responsibility to the rest of Jewry. But 
in the haste and pressure of fund- 
raising to meet these needs, there is 
the danger that the orderly organisa- 
tion of the Community Council will 
fly apart, and that is a problem that 
iS NOW receiving considerable attention 


from responsible community leaders 


at present.

He 
had, he said, a portrait of the Grand 
Old Man in his room. and the eyes 
were so penetrating that they had 
alarmed one of his predecessors, who 
had had the portrait taken down. He 
had replaced it, and it was while gazing 
into those eyes, that he had concluded 
that the reduction in income tax should 
be made. 


My father, the late L. J. Greenberg, 
was in his carly years a fervent disciple 
of Mr. Gladstone. He too, possessed a 
Portrait, signed for him personally by 
the great man, which had the place of 
honour on his library walls for many 
years, and was then replaced by a 
portrait of Dr. Herzl. As a tiny child 
the eyes of Mr. Gladstones portran 
always seemed to follow me when | 
wen into my father’s study. I was very 
frightened at first, and | would put my 
own hands up over my cycs, as | walked 
from the door to my father’s knee. He 
loved to have me beside him while he 
worked, even when | was lithe more than 
a toddler, and 1 have clear recollections 
of nestling myscif between his knees and 
the space in the desk, into which his 
typewriter magically disappeared, and 
Slaying as sull as a mous. 

Onc -day. my father asked me why I 
hid my cyes when | came 1m, and when 
| told him i was to save mysclf from 
Mr. Gladstone's cyes. he laughed. Then 
he told me that many years ago he had 
worked beside Mr. Gladstone on tle 
great Home Rule for Ircland issuc, and 
how much he had loved and admired hts 
chief. He told me too, that from his 
work at that time, Mr. Gladstone had 
taught him the meaning of the soul of 
a people. And then my father 
explained to me how the gradual under- 
Standing of Zionism had come to him, 
and how much his love of his own 
people, and his determination to work 
for the ultimate establishment of a Jewish 
State, had been fostered and kindled by 
his association as a young man with Mr. 
Gladstone. who understood and sympa- 
thised with Irish national aspiration. And 
then my father told me too, that as he 
worked long hours for what at thal time 
seemed such a slender Quixotic cause, 
the cyes of Mr. Gladstone always re- 
assured him and urged him forward in 
his quest. “ Dont hide your cyes, my 
dear.’ he said. gently pulling my tightly 
clenched litile fisis away from my face. 
and turning me round towards Mr. Glad- 
Stone's portrait. “Let those eyes tell 
you, as they have so often told me. tnat 
4 great and proud people cannot tor ever 
be denied the dignity of nationhood. 
From that day, | walked boldly into my 
father’s study and gazed fearlessly into 
those mesmecric ¢ycs. 

And now when the seventh anniversary 
of the foundation of the State of Isracl 
is being celebrated, | think that. with Mr 
Butler. | must pay tribute to Mr. Glad- 
stone’s eyes for at least part of the faith 
and hope and cffort that my father so 
lovingly expended towards that consum- 
mation. The miracle worked on the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer ts. after a‘, 
of far less magnitude than that. The 
birth, or rather the miraculous rebirth. of 
a nation is a far more Momentous event 
in history than the infinitesimal reduc- 
tion in a

DAY SCHOOLS PLAN 
Commemorating the J.F.S. 


To the Editor of THe Jewtsn CHRONICLE 


Sirn,—May I offer praise for the 
excellent report, in your issue of 
March 11, of the recem meeting of 
the London Board of Jewish Educa- 


tion, and for your own admirable 
editorial, surveying the present situa- 
tion, and future prospects, of the 


Jewish day schools. The full coverage 
given by THe JewtsH CHRONICLE to 
the necessarily prolonged negotiations 
concerning the London Jewish volun- 
tary schools constitutes in itself a 
valuable history of a vital communal! 
development, noteworthy for the wel- 
come unity which has been attained. 


All who have been associated with the 
Jews’ Free School will be deeply grati- 
tied by the Chairman's statemem that a 
pledge had been given to the former 
trustees of the school for suitably com- 
memorating the Jews’ Free School. As 
Mr. S. S. Levin has said, the proposed 
secondary modern school in Camden 
Town would in uself provide a worthy 
memorial. In this connection 1 would 
like to make some additional suggestions. 

The finest adornment of the old school 
was the magnificent, thirty-foot-high, 
stained-glass window in the Great Hall, 
well remembered by the thousands of 
former pupils the world over. This 
treasure was completely shattered. with- 
out a trace being left, by the blast of 
the three bombs that scored a direct hit 
on the school in February, 1941. Below 
this window was another fine artistic 
siructure—the lofty rostrum—which 
figured so prominently in the annual prize 
distribution. This rostrum fortunately 
escaped damage of any kind. It already 
bears a memorial inscription, going well 
back into the last century. me not 
this fine specimen of the woodworkers’ 
(and woodcarvers’) art be embodied in 
the plans, referred to by Mr. Levin, for 
the new school ?

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WOMEN’S WORK 


WITH this issue we publish a_ special 
supplement on the work of the Federation 
of Women Zionists in Great Britain and 
Ireland. Yesterday (Thursday) was an out- 
standing landmark in the history of that 
great organisation, and it is a fitting occasion 
on which to describe and assess its activities 
and manifold achievements during nearly 
forty years. At the same time, we take 
a welcome opportunity to draw attention 
to another felicitous landmark, which was 
also signalised this week, in the happy 
relations between Britain and Israel, and 
in which also the women Zionists have 
played their part together with the men. 
Her Majesty the QuEeEN greatly 
honoured British Jewry by the message 
she sent (reported on page 1) on the 
occasion of the planting in Galilee - on 
Tuesday of the first saplings of the Queen 
Elizabeth Coronation Forest, to which all 
Commonwealth Jewry has contributed with 
gladness. 

The F.W.Z. has made an altogether mag- 
nificent contribution to the Zionist cause in 
the epoch-making period which has. passed 
since its foundation. In 1918—the year fol- 
lowing the issue of the Balfour Declaration 
-——the English Zionist Federation naturally 
felt the need to enlarge the scope of its 
activities. True foresight and wisdom were 
displayed by those who then determined that 
women should be given the opportunity of 
playing a more effective role in this expand- 
ing work through their own specific organisa- 
tion. The leader in this movement was Mrs. 
Resecca D. Siter. who has ever since 
remained its guiding spirit. At the start, 
there were only 12 women’s societies in the 
new federation ; today there are 160 affiliated 
societies, with a membership of over 16,000, 
scattered throughout the British Isles. 

The results achieved by the F.W.Z. have 
been of the highest importance and signifi- 
cance. Through its medium, Anglo-Jewish 
women-—whatever their particular rebgious, 
political, or social attachments—have become 
united in a splendid common endeavour. 
They have thus been enabled, as never 
before, to make their influence felt in com- 
munal life and to participate no less effec- 
tively than men in public work. A note of 
practical idealism permeates all their varied 
activities. Numberless practical enterprises 
and social welfare schemes for the inhabi- 
tants of Israel have been brought to fruition 
At the 
tume, the Federation's members have 
never been content merely to do good to 
others or to those afar off. With remark- 
able enthusiasm they have devoted them- 
selves to ecucational and cultural pursuits 
from which they could derive a deeper 
understanding of our people's traditions. 
From the knowledge thus gained, they have 
been enabled to diffuse among young and 
old, in their own home and family circle, 
a renewed awareness of all that is implied 
by the Jewish heritage.

An outstanding achievement of the F.W.Z. 
has been the creation of the Women's Inter- 
national Zionist Organisation. In_ 1920, 
when the F.W.Z. was a mere infant of two 
years, Mrs. Sirrr and her colleagues had the 
courage and vision to institute this still wider 
movement. Wizo is now a household word 
and renowned in every land where Jews 
dwell. In the course of 35 years it has made 
a giorious contribution towards the Jewish 
national renaissance. The practical pro- 
gramme of constructive and beneficent work 
which it has carried through has been 
amazing. Through its world-wide fellow- 


ship—with 220,000 members spread over 57 
countries—it has been chiefly concerned to 
promote the welfare of mothers and children 
in Israel. In this connection it should not 
be forgotten that it was a prominent Wizo 
leader, RECHA Freter, who founded Children 
and Youth Aliyah. 


Perhaps the most characteristic feature of 
the Federation of Women Zionists—as of its 
sister bodies in other lands which are affili- 
ated to Wizo—is its non-partisan character. 
In this regard it sets a superb example to the 
rest of the Zionist Movement, which, both 
in Israel and in the Diaspora, is unfortun- 
ately riddled with partisan propaganda. It 
would be a splendid thing if Zionist work 
generally could be conducted in the spirit of 
disinterested service which animates all those 
who, in Britain and elsewhere, are associated 
with the work of Wizo. 


Viscountess SAMUEL is among the many 
distinguished women who have given this 
cause their ardent and unremitting support. 
In 1924, when her husband was High 
Commissioner in Patestine, she convened a 
meeting in Jerusalem at which it was decided 
to found the now famous Jerusalem Baby 
Home. From tiny beginnings, that project 
has now grown into a great and beneficent 
institution. For the past five years, the 
members of the Federation have been con- 
centrating their endeavours on the opening 
of the Home's fine new premises in Beth 
Hakerem, just outside Jerusalem. Their self- 
less work was rewarded yesterday, when 
several hundreds of them had the happiness of 
attending the opening ceremony. This festive 
occasion brings much joy to all who have 
laboured so devotedly for this cause and who 
now see the accomplishment of their hopes. 
In offering them warmest felicitations, we 
feel assured that they will go from strength 
to strength in the performance of many 
further mitzvot. 


AUSTRIAN REPARATIONS 

ONCE again Jewish representatives from 
many countries, including Great Britain, are 
to meet’ members of the Austrian Govern- 
ment next week to discuss Jewish claims for 
reparation. This time Austria ts in a happier 
mood. The Conference of Ambassadors, 
now preparing the Austrian Treaty, is well 
advanced and that country may soon be 
independent and free again. It is, therefore, 
to be hoped that this time, with its own good 
fortune in mind, Herr Raap’s Government 
will sincerely press forward to a settlement 
with the Jewish Claims Conference and that 
there will be no repetition of the sad, 
disappointing spectacle of last year, when 
negotiations had to be broken off because, 
despite promises to the contrary, the Austrian 
Government refused to offer just and 
adequate compensation. What the Jewish 
Claims Conference are asking for is a mere 
fraction of the large Jewish fortunes which 
inthe years of Nazi rule fell into the hands 
of Austrian citizens and of the Austrian 
Government itself. To this very day, the 
Austrian administration is deriving great 
benefit from factories built by Jewish slave 
labour. Thousands of the victims perished 
in the process of constructing these factories. 
With the Soviet decision to leave the country, 
much valuable property will revert to 
Austria. If only a small proportion of this 
great wealth soon to be retrieved were 
devoted to paying Jewish claims, a settlement 
could be reached in a matter of minutes. 
Clearly no one.holds the present Austrian 
Government itself responsible for the 
wrongs against Jews perpetrated under the 
Nazis. At the same time, no one has forgot- 
ten, and certainly not the Jews, the welcome 
great numbers of the people of Austria gave 
to the Nazi forces which entered that country 
in 1938. Not a single shot was fired against 
HITLER'S troops. As a result of this 
warm welcome and the ensuing co-operation, 
nearly the whole Jewish community in 
Austria of some 190,000 Jews was plundered 
and ruined, and 50,000 were deported and 
killed. It is in the name of these victims 
that the Jewish leaders are now meeting in 
Vienna to demand justice. 


DIPLOMATIC SETBACKS 


Mr. Ben-Gurion has some very great 
qualities of leadership, and because of the 
heroic réle which he played at the time of 
Israel's War of Independence he has not 
unjustly earned comparison with Sir Win- 


STON CHURCHILL. Nevertheless, it would 
not be right to overlook the damage which 
he sometimes does to his own reputation 
by speeches which can do more harm than 
good. His oration at Ramat Gan on April 27 
was an example, and it is unfortunate that 
it should have been made so soon after he 
joined Mr. SHarett’s Administration on his 
return from his sojourn in the wilderness. 
It is small wonder that his words have 
embarrassed the Government of Israel, and 
it is significant that Haaretz, a responsible 
and independent newspaper, with a liberal 
tradition, has had the courage to criticise the 
popular Minister of Defence. Not only did 
this chauvinistic speech show a remarkable 
lack of diplomacy, but it was also incorrect 
in its references to and its interpretation of 
the speech of Sir ANTHONY EDEN in the 
House of Commons on April 4, to which 
Mr. Ben-GuRION took strong exception. 
Despite the Minister of Defence's robust 
optimism, it cannot be said that events in 
the foreign field in recent months have 
moved in Israel's favour. From practically 
every corner of the globe has come one 
rebuff after another. It is easy to appreciate 
the difficulties facing Israel's diplomacy, but 
it is not possible to argue that errors of 
judgment on the part of Israel's leaders have 
not contributed to the situation. A reappraisal 
of Israel's foreign policy is overdue and It is to 
be hoped that if such a view is also held in 
Jerusalem, the reappraisal will not be in 
the direction enunciated by Mr. BEn- 
GuRIon. The resolution adopted at the 
Bandung conference of Asian-African States 
was only the last, though by -no means the 
least serious, of the setbacks suffered by 
Israel's diplomacy. It is difficult to avoid 
the conclusion that a policy of reprisals 
along the frontiers or of sabre-rattling by 
Cabinet Ministers can only have the result 
of giving further ammunition to Israel's 
enemies. In her every action Israel must 
tread warily in the foreign field and do 
whatever she can to give assistance to her 
friends abroad, who are only too anxious to 
help, but sometimes find that their efforts are 
hampered at the very moment when effective 
action could be taken. 


ANGLO-AMERICAN CONCORD 


IN 1947 there was formed the Religious 
Bodies Advisory Committee, on which serve 
members of the Church of England, the 
Church of Scotland, the Roman Catholic 
Church, and the Jewish community. The 
purpose of this Committee is to promote 
consultation and co-operation in the field of 
international affairs, and it recently published 
a noteworthy statement on Anglo-American 


understanding. While the authorities of the 
various bodies concerned have not been 
asked to endorse it as if it were a 


pronouncement of ecclesiastical authorities, 
this statement is a useful contribution to an 
issue of much contemporary importance. 
It stresses the significance of our common 
heritage, which is faced today by a grave 
and menacing challenge. The spokesmen of 
the different creeds are agreed that this 
challenge 1s directed against the dignity and 
liberty of the human person, which the 
moral and spiritual principles of 
Western heritage have done so much to 
protect and to elevate. “We feel that 
everything must’ be done to strengthen and 
deepen faith in the sacred character of the 
human person, in the necessity of a rule 
of law and justice, in the value of truth and 
the elimination of ‘organised falsehood.” 
A special responsibility, they say, rests upon 
the English-speaking peoples, as it is of 
paramount importance that there should 
exist a close understauding and mutual 
trust between the citizens of the United 
States and the members of the British 
community of peoples. Reference is made 
to the need for removing misunderstandings 
and prejudices which often arise from an 
ignorance or misapprehension of historical 
facts and developments in the past or mofe 
recent times. The Jewish communities on 
both sides of the Atlantic must be foremost 
among those who are endeavouring to help 
in this task, and their common interests and 
ideals should give them special opportunities 
for such educational work. One is reminded, 
for example, of the Jewish Tercentenary 
celebrations in the U.S.A., which are now 
drawing to their close, and of the approach- 
ing Tercentenary celebrations by British 
Jewry. Both these commemorations should 
promote better understanding and a wider 
feeling of fellowship in the whole English- 
speaking world.

AY 5, 1955 (yesterday), is an 

historic date for the Federa- 

tion of Women Zionists. 
The stately new Jerusalem Baby 
Home, situated in Beth Hakerem, 
high up in the Judean hills, the 
building of which they made thei: 
special project five years ago, was 
to be officially declared opened. 

For half a decade. the thoughts and 
hopes of 15,000 Jewish women in this 
country have been concentrated upon 
the fulfilment of the task which they 
had set themselves: to house the 
premature, the undernourished, the 
sick and needy children of Jerusalem 
and its surroundings under suitabic 
and hygienic conditions. Thus a long 
chapter of valiant pioneering has been 
brought to a triumphant close. Thirty 
years of persistent endeavour and 
expansion carried On spite of 
apparently insuperable difficulties have 
at last reached a fitting culmination. 

It was in 1924 that a small com- 
mittee, of which the Viscountess 
Samuel and Mrs. Miriam Sacher were 
leading members, founded. in a very 
modest house in the Jerusalem suburb

of Shaarci Chesed, a Baby Home to 
care for the neglected or abandoned 
result of 
the terrible poverty of the old Yishuyv. 

Ihe Home, situated in an unpaves 
street, began with ten little cots made 
of boxwood. for in those days i! was 
impossible to buy furniture in Jeru- 
salem. Soon afterwards, Sister Rosa 
Wollstein. whose name wil! for ever 
be associated with the Baby Home, 
and the guiding spirit of which she 
remained until her death in 1950, took 
over its care. Very quickly the first 
little house became too small and the 
Home had to be moved-—the first 
move of many~—from Shaarei Chesed 
to the CGrerman olony and on to the 
Montehore quarter From there it 
went to Talpioth, where the six small 
houses in which it was accommodated 
became far too small in 1933-34, when 
the large number of immigrants enter- 
ing the country from Central Europe 
enormously increased the demands 
made upon it 

The Home remained in the targe 
Arab house in the Arab quarter m 
which it was then accommodated 
throughout the period of the Arab dis- 
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THE BABY HOME 
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turbances, but in 1939, after having 
moved seven times, it was at last 
installed in the old-fashioned Arab 
house where it has remained ever 
since, in spite of the building's increas- 
ing and continually 
deteriorating hygienic conditions. It 
endured the siege of Jerusalem, with 
its continual bombing and shelling and 
with the suffering resultant upon a 
lack of food, water, and fuel. 

The war and the constant mass 
immigration completely changed the 
character of the institution. The 
enormous percentage of children sent 
from the immigrants’ camps trans- 
formed it into a sort of sanatorium for 
undernourished babies, and for those 
suffering from eye diseases, skin 
troubles, and so on, creating a need 
for special equipment and medical 
facilities. Although the Home was 
crammed to capacity, the matron was 
forced to refuse admission to ten to 
12 applicants every day. 

From the very beginning. the Jeru- 
salem Baby Home undertook not only 
the care of babies, but also the train- 
ing of nursery nurses. At first, the 
training school intended to train only 
members of kibbutzim, giving young 
chalutzot the opportunity to learn 
general and child welfare nursing 
without increasing the budget of the 
hard-pressed kibbutzim. Very rapidly, 
however, the training scheme was 
extended, so that in the end girls and 
women from every aliya have been 
trained for this indispensable profes- 
sion. Girls from German concentra- 
tion camps, from Rumania. from the 
Yemen, from Poland, and North 
Africa ! 


Problem of Nurses’ Quarters 


Throughout Israel today, in kibbut- 
zim and moshavim, as well as in the 
towns, nurses trained at the Baby 
Home are caring for Israel's babies. 
But never at any time have the nurses 
had their own quarters, and the prob- 
lems arising from the fact that so 
many of-the student nurses are new 
immigrants, who lack the education 
and background which would facilitate 
their training, have been rendered all 
the more difficult by the lack of 
adequate living accommodation in the 
vicinity. 

Moreover, the change in the charac- 
ter of the Home during recent years 
has necessitated the creation of a 
mothers’ quarter to care for lonely 
young mothers during the last weeks 
of pregnancy, and this has had to be 
done at the expense of the staff's 
lodgings. 

The new Home has been con- 
structed in such a way as to solve all 
these problems in the most modern 
and up-to-date way. It is divided into 
the smallest possible units, each large 
enough to accommodate not more than 
five children, so that a family atmo- 
sphere can be created. Each group of 
children will consist of boys and girls 
of various ages just as in a normal 
family. The Home will contain a 
hospital with sixteen beds, with all 
modern equipment, besides a quaran- 
tine section where all newcomers will 
spend the first two days. 


Water and Electricity 


In order to avoid the suffering which 
would result from a shortage of water. 
such as occurred during the siege of 
Jerusalem, a special water storage 
plant has been built An electric 
generator has been installed for any 
emergency. 

Ihe little ones will have many play- 
grounds well sheltered from the sun. 
and terraces in front of each room for 
their use jn winter. Ihe older 
children—the toddlers from the Wizo 
Home in Baka’a, who are also to be 
accommodated in the new Home—will 
find a small but real forest to play in. 
The nurses’ home will consist of 30 
rooms and will have its own lecture 
hall, guest rooms, and so forth, and 
special quarters consisting of ten large 
rooms will be ready for lonely and 
neglected expectant mothers. A special 
wing is to be devoted to the care of 
premature babies. 

Everything that could have been 
learnt from the experience and suffer- 
ings of the last 30 years has been 
learnt in order to ensure that the new 
into the construction of

Jewish National Home, the care for 
the welfare of mother and child—has 
served as a valid framework to our 
constantly developing activities——proof 
of the sure instinct which guided us 
from the outset, 

Within this framework, resilience 
and adaptability have been our watch- 
words in all but one respect. We have 
adhered uncompromisingly to one 
fundamental principle of our Organi- 
sation—-1ts non-party §character— 
undeterred by the difficulties and draw- 
backs which this has entailed in the 
denial of the rights and privileges 
accorded to the political parties within 
a party-orientated Zionist World 
Movement and in the carrying on of 
daily work jn the extreme party-politi- 
cal atmosphere which, alas, still pre- 


vails in Israel! But this stubborn 
faithfulness has justified itself a 
hundredfold in the non-partisan 
educational and social services’ we 
have built up. 


Training for the Land 


The agricultural training schools 
and farms which we set up originally 
to tram the enthusiastic. young 
chalutzot (women pioneers) of the 
early days after the Balfour Declara- 
tion for life on the land, have had to 
be adapted over the years to meet the 
specific problems and needs of immi- 
grant yvouths, boys as well as girls, 
from 70 countries. This process began 
with the rescue of children from Nazi 
Germany through the medium of 
Youth Aliyah, which, let it not Be for- 
gotten, was created and first estab- 
lished by a prominent Wizo leader. 
Recha Freter. 

Our two large agricultural schools 
at Nahalal and at Ayanot now provide 
a four-year training course which 
prepares its graduates fof higher 
agricultural studies on a_ university 
level. A flourishing Youth Village, 
Hadassim, has grown up in the Sharon 
plain and has recently established a 
seminary for the training of young 
people to meet the growing need and 
shortage of teachers in rural areas. A 
horticultural college planned to give 
the country the nursery and garden 
experts of whom i stands so greatly 
in need has been attached to the agri- 
cultural school of Petah Tiqva. which 
is administered jointly with the 
Women’s Workers’ Council, as is 
Ayanot, among other institutions.

own food habits and customs with it. 
It soon became evident, too, that mass 
cooking in collective settlements and 
institutions needed specia! instruction, 
and here, too, Wizo's vocational train- 
ing schools and travelling instructors 
have stepped.into the breach. 

With the development of industries 
in Israel, sewing and dressmaking and 
cognate subjects became a necessity, 
and these were added to the curri- 
culum of Wizo’s vocational schools, 
the Anna Jaffe School at Nachlat 
Yitzchak, and the Henrietta Irwell 
[rade School at Haifa, which together 
annually train over 300 girls. Another 
300 girls, mainly from Oriental com- 
munities, receive a pre-vocational and 
general education at the handicraft 
schools for girls at Rehovot. 

Ihe special psychological and social 
needs of children and young people 
who do not fit into any routine frame- 
work resulted in the gradual transfor- 
mation of our children’s centre on 
Mount Carme!|—Ahuzza—into a home 
for children who have come into con- 
flict with society, and in the addition 
of an Apprentices’ Home. 


“ Institutions Without Walls ” 


Less conspicuous than our large 
youth-training institutions, but cer- 
tainly of no less importance, are 


the “institutions without walls "—the 
instruction and training services for 
women in a variety of forms and with 
wide ramifications. The beneficiaries 
of our country-wide instruction in 
home crafts and small-scale farming, 
of our vocational courses and home 
industries, sewing rooms and mending 
centres, faithfully mirror the needs of 
every wave of immigration to the 
country from. the °20s. until today. 
Here both the essential continuity and 
the adaptability of our original pro- 
gramme have been proved beyond 


doubt. Then, as now, struggling 
young communal settlements were 
helped by our Wizo_ instructresses 
to plan rational nutrition, The same 


type of bewildered Oriental woman 
whom we helped in the Palestine of 
the Balfour Declaration in the poor 
quarters of Jerusalem have entered the 
country tn their hundreds of thousands.

Decline of F.J.Y.S. Clubs Arrested

The finances of the Southern Region 
of the Joint Council of the Union of 
Young Israel Societies and Federation 
of Jewish Youth Societies were one of 
the main topics discussed at its annual 
conference, held on Sunday at the 
Stepney Jewish Girls’ Club, Beaumont 
Grove, E.1. 

The conference was attended by about 
twenty-six delegates, represemtatives of the 
ten groups in the Jomt Council.

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Counting the Days 
By AUNTIE 


HOPE that many of you are keep- 
| ing the old custom of counting the 

Omer each night. We started to 
count on the second night of Pesach 
and we continue for seven wecks, that 
1s, until the night before Shavuot. The 
counting of the Omer ts a command 
of the Torah and there are many 
legends about it. Some authorities 
quote this story of its origin from an 
unknown Midrash. 

While the Israelites were still in 
Egypt. it was announced to them that 
fifty days after the Exodus from Egypt. 
the Torah would be given. As soon 
as they were redeemed from bondage. 
the people were so eager for the 
arrival of the promised time, that they 
began to count the days, saying each 
day : “ Now we have one day less to

wait for the Revelation of the Torah.” 

Unfortunately, the greater part of 
this period of counting (the Sefirah) 
is full of sad anniversaries in our 
history, but next Tuesday, the 33rd 
day of the Omer, is always celebrated 
as a holiday in Isracl. In Biblical 
days, the whole of the seven wecks 
was a happy time, filled with song and 
rejoicing, while the people worked on 
the land and the time of the summer 
harvest drew near. Each day was 
counted with gladness, for our people 
were happy in the land that God gave 
them. But sad days came, when the 
Temple was destroyed and our fathers 
were exiled from their land. 


Rabbi Akiba 


However, great Jewish patriots arose 
and tried to deliver our people from 
Rome when the oppression became 
unbearable. One of these heroes was 
Rabbi Akiba. He was not only a 
great scholar but he also influenced 
many of his pupils to fight. But sud- 
denly a new enemy arose: a terrible 
plague broke out among his pupils. 
Tradition says it ceased on the 33rd 
day of the Omer, the day now called 
Lag BOmer. Again Rabbj Akiba 
took fresh hope from the stopping of 
the plague, and Lag B'Omer was 
initiated as a Scholars’ Festival for all 
future generations; it was to be a 
glow of light piercing through the 
darkness. 

Another great man is also singled 
out for particular mention in addition 
to Rabbi Akiba, and that is Rabbi 
Simeon bar Yochai, whose death is 
traditionally said to have occurred on 
Lag B'Omer. 


Rabbi Simeon bar Yochai 


Rabbi Simeon bar Yochai was one 
of the pupils of Akiba, and when the 
rabbi was thrown into prison, Simeon 
somehow found his way in and 
entreated Akiba to continue to teach 
him. Later Akiba was cruelly put to 
death and Simeon bar Yochai, filled 
with bitter hatred against the enemy. 
managed to escape and took refuge in 
a cave with his son, Rabbi Eleazar. 
for many years. When he discovered 
that the Roman Emperor was dead. 
and he was unlikely to be imprisoned, 
he came out into the world and con- 
tinued the teaching of his great 
master, 

There are many wonderful tales and 
legends told about Simeon bar Yochai. 
In the neighbourhood of Safad, there 
is situated the village of Meron, 


famous for the tomb of the rabbi. It 
is a custom, on the eve of Lag B'Omer, 
for many thousands of pilgrims to 
go to Meron. They celebrate the 
night with. dancing and _ bonfires 
because, according to the legend, the 
world was filled with light at the death 
of Simeon, and because of the revela- 
tions contained in the book he wrote 
while he was in hiding, called the 
Zohar (brightness). 

Like all other rabbis, Simeon loved 
to teach his pupils by stories. He 
related that there was once a boat full 
of people. and one man began to bore 
a hole through the bottom of the 
boat. The other passengers objected, 
but the man replied: “It is nothing 
to do with you, I am only digging a 
hole under my own seat.” ™“ But, 
protested the others, “ can you not sce 
that the water will come into the boat 
and all of us, as well as you, will 
drown”™ And thus, taught the famous 
sage, each Jew who does wrong also 
harms the good name of other Jewish 
folk. 


Seeking a Fortune 


Another story of this rabbi relates 
how one of his pupils travelled abroad 
and came back a wealthy man. The 
other pupils envied him, and asked 
their master if they too could go away 
to make a fortune. 

On hearing this, Rabbi Simeon bar 
Yochai led his pupils to a ravine near 
Meron and said : “ O ravine, O ravine. 
fill thyself with pieces of gold.” And 
lo. there came a shower of golden 
coins from heaven before the very 
eves of the pupils. Turning to them, 
the rabbi said : “If it is gold you seek, 
here it is in the ravine at your feet. 
but take heed that he who takes this 
gold now yields his share of the world 
to come. for there is no reward in 
the Torah save in the world to come.” 
And not one of the pupils took’ any 
piece of gold from the ravine.

FIRST PERFORMANCE 


Pieces by Reizensicin were played by 
Alexa Maxwell during a piano recital at 
Wigmore Hall on Thursday of last weck 
he two “ Preludes and Fugues” were 
having a first performance ; they are part 
of a set of twelve. several of which were 
heard last autumn. These two, No. 7 
in A Flat and No. 2 in G, revealed the 
same keyboard mastery as the others:

A violin-piano recital, given by two 
great artists in their own right, was an 
outstanding treat at the Festival Hall 
last week, Zino Francescatti and 
Robert Casadesus have both achieved 
eminence as soloists, but a notable feature 
of this recital was their mutual under- 
standing. Casadesus’s more solid bril- 
liance provided a sound basis on which 
Francescatti built a magical structure of 
violin tone, reaching in its highest range 
to a flutelike purity. One fel that the 
“Kreutzer Sonata lacked depth; but 
the violin floated and feathered through 
it, especially in the second movement, 
with such airy ease that the effect was 
deceptive. A_ brillant interpretation of 
Debussy’s Violin-Piano Sonata was to be 
expected: our expectations were more 
than justified. HCS

Art Notes 
THE ROYAL ACADEMY 


The only difference between this 
year’s Royal Academy and any other 
of recent years is that there is far 
more architecture. For this, obvi- 
ously, we have the new President to 
thank. and we should thank him 
heartily. And not merely because it 
reduces the number of pictures. Any- 
thing that the Academy or any one 
else can do to get people to look at 
the buildings they see every day 
instead of taking them for granted ts 
admirable, for buildings are far more 
important than pictures. You need 
not have a picture in your house if 
you don't want to, but you must have 
the house. 

Nine thousand works were submitted 
this year: 1,441 were accepted: and a 
record pumber of 204 were sold at the 
privaic view. There are no important 
pictures, but, of course, plenty of good 
ones. The officers sensibly continue to 
woo those to their left, and anyone siart- 
ing his tour of the galleries in room seven 


or eight might be forgiven for thinking 
he was in the London Group.

A disciplinary tribunal here has 
confirmed the decision of administra-
